The  emphasis  was  oti  quality,  and  the  numher  of  really  heauliful  IJneireulated  pieces  (plus  a 
few  Proofs)  is  really  remarkahle.  Half  eagles  begin  with  the  first  year  of  i.ssue,  179.5,  and  include  many 
scarcities  and  rarities.  The  1834  with  motto  is  especially  desirable,  as  are  .several  early  i.ssues  from  the 
1790’s.  Eagles  include  rare  issues  from  1795  to  1804  |)lus  several  inq)orlanl  later  piece.s.  Double  eagles 
feature  the  important  1861-S  Paquet  and  the  MCMVll  High  Relief,  as  well  as  other  desiderata.  A numher 
of  scarcities  and  rarities  in  the  territorial  gold  series  will  attract  attention  as  well. 

Among  other  United  States  coins  there  are  several  very  important  patterns— including  a unique  $5 
issue  and  the  marvelous,  majestic,  and  magnificent  1877  $50.  Paper  money  includes  a nutnher  of 
important  single  notes  plus  a unique  presentation  fractional  currency  sliield  signed  by  Francis  E.  Spinner 
and  bearing  official  Treasury  Department  ribbons  and  a wax  seal,  not  to  mention  .several  additional  notes 
not  seen  on  regular  shields!

UNITED  STATES  SILVER  DOLLARS 

We  offer  for  sale  one  of  the  finest  collections  of  United  States  silver 
dollars  ever  to  be  offered  at  auction.  With  relatively  few  exceptions  ail 
major  varieties  from  the  first  year  of  issue,  1794,  through  the  last  year 
of  the  Peace  type  dollar,  1935,  are  included. 

Dollars  of  the  1794-1803  years  are  attributed  to  The  United  States 
Early  Silver  Dollars,  by  M.H.  Bolender. 


A History  of  the  Silver  Dollar  Series 

During  the  18th  century  silver-doUar  size  coins  in  circulation  in 
America  were  comprised  of  Mexican,  Spanish,  and  other  8-real  pieces, 
British  crowns,  and  otlier  issues.  Although  the  1776  Continental  U.S. 
dollar,  struck  primarily  in  pewter  metal,  may  have  been  an  official  issue 
(complete  information  is  lacking  in  this  regard),  no  regular  silver  dollar 
was  made  until  1794. 

In  1794  the  Philadelphia  Mint  produced  silver  dollars  for  the  first 
time;  the  beginning  of  a denomination  which  was  to  continue,  with 
many  lapses,  to  our  own  time.  Dollars  of  1794  and  the  first  part  of 
1795  are  of  the  flowing  hair  style,  a design  also  used  on  contemporary 
half  dimes  and  half  dollars.  From  late  1795  through  early  1798  the 
draped  bust  dollars  with  small  eagle  reverse  were  made.  Most  1798 
dollars  and  all  of  the  1799  through  1804  years  are  of  the  heraldic  eagle 
reverse  style. 

No  dollars  were  minted  with  dates  from  1805  through  1835.  In  1836 
Christian  Gobrecht  produced  a series  of  beautiful  pattern  issues. 
Varieties  of  the  Gobrecht  dollars  were  also  struck  in  1838  and  1839.  In 
1840  the  Liberty  seated  design,  a type  which  was  continued  until  1873, 
made  its  initial  appearance.  Dollars  of  the  1840-1865  years  are  without 
motto.  Later  issues  have  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST. 

Morgan  type  silver  dollars  were  made  from  1878  through  1904  and 
again  in  1921.  In  the  latter  year  the  Peace  dollar  made  its  debut.  Peace 
silver  dollars  were  struck  intermittently  through  1935. 

The  following  collection  of  silver  dollars  is  one  of  the  finest  ever 
assembled.  The  emphasis  was  on  quality,  and  Uncirculated  and  Proof 
pieces  are  the  rule  from  1840  onward.  Among  early  dollars  there  are  a 
number  of  AU  and  Uncirculated  grades  as  well— conditions  rarely  seen 
in  tliese  1794-1803  years.  The  purchase  opportunities  afforded  by  this 
collection  may  not  recur  for  many,  many  years. 


Attractive  1794  Silver  Dollar 


1 1794  silver  dollar.  First  year  of  issue  of  the  silver  dollar 

denomination,  and  a coin  long  regarded  as  one  of  the  rarest 
issues  of  the  scries.  According  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint’s 


records  only  1,758  dollars  were  issued  this  year.  It  has  been 
estimated  that  of  this  number  only  60  to  80  specimens 
survive  today.  Most  are  in  lower  grades.  The  presently-offered 
Austin  Collection  1794  is  Extremely  Fine  with  adjustment 
marks,  particularly  around  the  reverse  border.  There  is  some 
slight  and  normal  weakness  of  striking  on  the  left  side,  as 
always  seen  with  this  issue.  (Cf.  Scott’s  Encyclopedia  of  U.S. 
Coins  page  121:  “Always  weakly  struck  at  the  left  on  both 
sides.”) 

Of  the  1794,  M.H.  Bolender  notes:  “Only  one  pair  of  dies 
was  used  in  striking  the  silver  dollars  in  1794.  Only  1,758 
pjeces  were  coined.  Usually  found  with  the  impression  weak 
on  the  lower  part  of  the  date  and  the  stars  on  the  left,  and 
sometimes  the  border  milling  on  the  left  does  not  .show  up. 
The  corresponding  portion  of  tlie  reverse,  particularly  the 
word  STATES  will  therefore  also  appear  weak.  Very  rare.” 

The  Austin  Collection  1794  is  particularly  sharply  struck 
at  the  centers,  and  nearly  all  of  the  hair  detail  on  the  obverse 
is  sharp.  It  is  certainly  among  the  top  twenty  finest  known 
examples  of  this  rarity.

We  grade  the  following  Morgan  and  Peace  dollars  according  to  the 
Mint  State  system.  Mint  State  60  (MS-60)  refers  to  an  Uncirculated 
coin  with  usual  bagmarks  acquired  in  normal  contact  with  other  coins 
in  a mint  bag.  MS-65  refers  to  a silver  dollar  with  only  a few  bagmarks; 
a far  above,  average  coin.  MS-70  refers  to  a hand-selected  dollar  of* 
exceptionally  choice  quality;  the  type  of  coin  of  which  there  may  be 
only  5 or  10  pieces  in  a mint  bag  of  1000.  Bagmarks  are  minimal.  Such 
a coin  is  the  finest  of  its  kind. 

In  instances  in  which  the  obverse  grades,  for  example,  MS-65  and  the 
reverse  grades  MS-70  a diagonal  mark  is  used  to  indicate  the  grades  of 
each  side,  with  the  obverse  given  first,  as:  MS-65170.  In  instances  in 
which  the  entire  coin  is  midway  between  two  grades,  MS-65  and  MS-70, 
for  example,  the  grade  is  .stated  as  MS-65-h.

I hc  buyer's  coins 
were  sold  by  us  later  in  the  I'errell  Collection  .sale,  and  the 
l8fl8/7  letched  $4000  and  went  into  tlie  Austin  Collee- 
tion  from  which  it  is  now  offered.

the  annals  of  two-cent  piece  history  and  research:  a choice 
Brilliant  Uncirculated  specimen  which  is  far  and  away  finer 
than  any  other  specimen  we’ve  ever  seen  or  heard  of. 

The  1869/8  2c  piece,  unpriced  in  the  Guide  Book,  is  one 
of  the  rarest  of  all  .American  copper  coins.  Over  the  past  20 
years  we  have  handled  only  three  or  four  pieces,  and  with  the 
exception  of  the  fantastic  Austin  Collection  coin,  all  have 
been  in  well-worn  grades.  Most  leading  collections  lack  this 
variety  in  any  grade.  Indeed,  a perusal  of  “name”  sales  over 
the  past  years  will  reveal  that  this  is  one  of  America’s  greatest 
rarities. 

Examination  of  the  present  specimen  reveals  why  the 
1869/8  is  so  rare.  The  obverse  die  is  from  a very  late  state  off 
an  1868  die  with  an  injured  center  showing  certain  die  wear 
characteristics  to  the  trained  eye.  A hairline-fine  diebreak. 
begins  at  the  lower  right  leaf,  extends  through  the  last  twoi 
arrow  feathers,  through  the  middle  of  the  9/8  digit,  through  i 
the  bottom  of  the  186  numerals  and  ends  at  the  border  under: 
the  left-side  arrow  feathers.  At  the  6 numeral  another  die 
break  extends  down  to  the  border  at  the  right.  At  the  lower: 
left  part  of  the  6 a small  triangular  piece  is  missing  from  the- 
die,  thus  having  the  effect  of  widening  the  break  at  that! 
point,  and  giving  a characteristic  “tail”  to  the  6.  The  1 of  the 
date  is  recut,  especially  at  the  left  base.  Apparently  a worm 
1868  die  was  intended  for  extended  life  in  1869  by 
overpunching  the  9 digit.  The  act  of  doing  this,  plus- 
strengthening  the  other  date  figures,  may  well  have  caused! 
the  die  breaks  to  develop.  In  any  event,  coinage  from  the- 
1869/8  die,  shattered  alone  its  bottom  border  as  it  was,  could! 
not  have  lasted  long.  Probably  only  a hundred  or  so  pieces- 
were  struck  before  the  die  fell  apart.  We  would  estimate  lhatl 
no  more  than  10  to  20  1869/8  2c  pieces  exist  today,  and! 
none,  to  our  knowledge,  comes  even  close  to  the  example' 
offered  here. 

The  present  coin  cost  .$4375,  and  the  owner  of  the  .Austinn 
Collection  considered  it  cheap  at  that  figure.  The  offeringi 
now  of  this  coin  may  well  represent  a once  in  a lifetimer 
opportunity!

Others  have 
been  employed  at  home.  Provisions  have  been  made  for  the 
requisite  buildings,  and  these  are  now  putting  into  proper 
condition  for  the  purposes  of  the  establishment.  There  has 
been  a small  beginning  in  the  coinage  of  half  di.smes,  the  want 
of  small  coins  in  circulation  calling  the  first  attention  to 
them.”

This  spectacular  Brilliant  Proof  coin,  while  possessing 
Proof  credentials  (the  interior  shield  spaces  are  of  Proof 
finish  as  are  the  protected  areas  within  the  star  points,  letter 
spaces,  etc.;  although  several  stars  are  flat  at  the  centers— but 
this  is  not  unusual  for  Proof  silver  issues  of  the  1840’s  and 
early  1850’s),  this  coin  was  probably  unintentionally  made  as 
such.

resultant  coins  were  used  as  presentation  pieces.  This  is,  of 
course,  conjecture— for  the  actual  story  w'ill  never  be  known. 
However,  the  coin  speaks  for  itself;  it  is  a fantastic  appearing 
coin;  a gem.  Here  is  a classic  offering  which  w'Lll  forever  be 
remembered  in  tbe  annals  of  half  dollar  history  and  speciali- 
zation. We  have  never  seen  the  equal  of  this  coin,  and  once  it 
is  sold,  we  doubt  if  we  ever  will  again.  This  may  truly  be  a 
once-in-a-lifetime  opportunity. 

Since  the  above  description  appeared  in  the  Marks  sale  a 
New  York  collector  informed  us  that  he  owns  a similar  Proof 
as  part  of  an  original  1855  Proof  set.  So,  it  is  now  evident 
that  the  Mint  did  consider  these  to  be  Proofs  and  sold  them 
as  such!

Early  in  1861 
new  double  eagle  reverse  dies  with  tall,  narrow  letters  on  the 
reverse  were  sent  to  Philadelphia,  New  Orleans,  and  San 
Francisco.  It  was  anticipated  that  $20  pieces  from  this  time 
forth  would  be  of  the  new  Paquet  style.  On  January  5,  1861, 
two  pieces  were  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  It  was  noted 
that  the  reverse  die  was  .slightly  loo  large  for  the  obverse  and 
that  the  reverse  border,  being  too  narrow,  would  not  strike 
up  properly.  In  addition,  there  would  be  abnormal  wear  on 
the  dies  when  the  coins  were  struck.  The  Director 
immediately  countermanded  any  further  use  of  the  dies.  The 
message  was  wired  to  New  Orleans  and  arrived  before  any 
coins  were  struck  there.  The  order  to  the  San  Francisco  Mint 
was  .sent  overland,  there  being  no  telegraph  west  of  St. 
.loseph,  Missouri,  at  the  lime.  Hefore  the- Director’s  orders 
arrived  (in  February  1861)  19,250  1 86 1-S  Paquet  double 
eagles  had  been  struck.  Apparently  most  of  these  were 
melted  and  recoined  into  regular  (pre-Paijuel  design)  style 
pieces.  1 he  existence  ol  1 86  1-S  Paquet  double  eagles  was  not 
known  to  numismatists  until  many  years  later.  Today  the 
I 86  1-S  Pacpiet  is  one  of  the  most  de.sired  of  all  $20  is.sues. 
The  variety  is  very  scarce.  In  addition,  it  has  the  distinction 


of  being  a separate  design  type  with  an  interesting  story.  The 
present  specimen,  a very  nice  EF-AU  example,  is  one  of  the 
finest  known  examples.

Historical  note:  President  Theodore  Roosevelt,  desirous  of  i 
improving  the  artistry  of  United  States  coin  designs,  engaged! 
the  services  of  noted  sculptor  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  to  ^ 
prepare  designs  for  the  $10  and  $20  gold  issues.  Following  aa 
small  mintage  of  $20  pieces  in  extremely  high  relief,  11,250' 
“regular”  high  relief  double  eagles  were  struck  in  1907.  Theser 
differed  from  later  designs  by  having  the  date  in  Roman; 
numerals  (MCMVII)  and  by  having  a deep  and  very  bold! 
relief^almost  a sculptured  effect.  It  was  soon  found  that  thee 
high  relief  necessitated  having  each  coin  struck  three  or  four: 
times  (instead  of  the  customary  single  strike  needed  for  highii 
quantity  coin  production)  in  order  to  make  all  of  the  designs- 
fill  the  die.  It  was  further  found  that  the  average  citizemi 
could  not  read  the  Roman  numeral  date  quickly.  Thus  ther 
high  relief  design  was  soon  discontinued,  and  the  laterr 
low-relief  Arabic  numerals  pieces  became  the  standard. 

The  MCMVII  high  relief  double  eagle  remains  today  as  ann 
outstanding  example  of  the  American  coinage  art;  a coinn 
which  many  consider  to  be  the  most  beautiful  design  eveir 
struck  for  circulation.

$50  or  “Quintuple  Eagle.”  A massive  coin  with  general 
legends  and  devices  somewhat  similar  to  the  $20  gold  coins 
of  this  era.  Struck  in  copper;  reeded  edge.  Gem  iridescent 
Proof.  No  finer  specimen  could  exist!  Dr.  Judd  notes  that 
this  coin  is  Rarity  8,  and  that  just  2 or  3 are  known  to  exist. 
One  of  these  is  impounded  permanently  in  the  Smithsonian 
Institution. 

The  planned  striking  of  regular  $50  gold  coins  in  1877  was 
abandoned  when  it  was  proven  that  coins  of  this  thickness 
and  large  size  could  be  altered  more  easily  than  the  smaller 
and  thinner  pieces.  The  Adams-Woodin  pattern  reference 
states  (cf.  p.  151); 

“In  this  year  [1877]  were  struck  at  the  Mint  two  of  the 
rarest  and  most  interesting  pattern  coins  of  the  whole  series. 
They  were  of  a denomination  higher  than  any  coin  of  regular 
issue,  being  of  fifty  dollars  value,  and  are  regarded  by  all 
collectors  as  the  most  desirable  coins  ever  issued  at  the 
United  States  Mint.  ” 

The  1877  $50  issues  were  inspired  by  the  large  and 
impressive  $50  gold  “slugs”  which  circulated  in  California  a 
decade  or  two  earlier.  Senator  Gwin  of  California  in  1854 
presented  a bill  to  Congress  to  coin  $100,  $50,  and  $25  gold 
pieces  to  be  called  the  “Union,”  “Half  Union,”  and  “Quarter 
Union,”  and  noted  that  “the  ‘Half  Union’  should  only  be 
struck  for  the  present.” 

Why  it  took  until  1877  for  this  “Half  Union”  to  be 
produced  would  be  a good  subject  for  research.  Perhaps  in  i 
1877  a general  awakening  of  interest  in  art  and  beauty  of 
coin  design  (as  evidenced  by  the  spectacular  series  of  1877  ' 
pattern  half  dollars  of  many  different  artistic  designs) ! 
prompted  mint  officials  to  re-evaluate  this  earlier  proposal. 
Edgar  11.  Adams  and  William  H.  Woodin  devote  3‘/2  pages  of 
their  book  to  these  1877  $50  gold  pieces;  more  background 
information  than  is  given  to  any  other  issue!  The  two 
specimens  struck  in  gold  sold  at  $10,000  each  in  1910— by 
far  the  highest  price  ever  paid  for  a coin  up  to  that  time. 
These  were  traded  to  the  United  States  government  by 
Woodin  (who  later  became  Secretary  of  the  Treasurv'  under 
Franklin  D.  Roosevelt)  for  some  “trunks  full  of  patterns”  of 
earlier  dates— a treasure  trove  which  became  the  origin  of 
most  pattern  coins  now  in  the  hands  of  collectors.  It  is  ■ 
estimated  that  these  patterns  today  would  have  an  aggregate 
value  of  many  millions  of  dollars.  If  one  of  the  two  gold  1 
coins  (each  of  which  is  now  permanently  impounded  in  the 
Smithsonian  Institution)  were  available  to  collectors,  we 
believe  it  would  sell  for  several  hundred  thousand 
dollars— and  there  would  be  many  buyers  for  it.  We  believe 
that  the  presently-offered  copper  specimen,  a gem  Proof  and  . 
a coin  considered  by  many  to  be  the  “most  wanted  pattern,” 
might  now  have  a value  of  between  $20,000  and  $30,000.

In  addition  the  shield  bears  the  autograph  signature  and 
sentiment  of  Francis  E.  Spinner:  “Very  truly  yours,  F.E. 
Spinner,  Tr.  U.S.” 

Beneath  the  Spinner  signature  is  an  official  U.S.  Treasury 
Department  orange  wax  seal  affixed  over  two  ceremonial  red 
silk  ribbons. 

Tbe  extra  notes  represented  on  the  shield  are  from  the 
series  of  1869  to  1875.  Certain  of  the  stamps  were  last  made 
in  1871.  This  gives  the  1869-1871  years  as  the  date  of  issue. 

In  discussing  the  shield  with  John  jay  Ford,  Jr.,  who  has 
made  a study  of  shields  over  the  years,  we  learned  that  there 
is  one  other  known  specimen  with  a Spinner  signature,  but 
this  shield,  owned  personally  by  Mr.  Ford  now,  lacks  the 
official  U.S.  Treasury  Department  seal  and  ribbons  and  the 
extra  notes  and  stamps. 

The  present  shield  is  a one-of-a-kind  presentation  piece, 
obviously  made  up  at  great  extra  effort  by  the  Bureau  of 
Printing  and  Engraving  at  the  request  of  E'rancis  E.  Spinner, 
who  probably  presented  it  to  an  important  government 
official  or  close  friend. 

The  shield  is  in  excellent  condition,  apart  from  ageing.  'I'he 
colors  of  the  notes  are  tinu.sually  crisp  and  bright.  Measure- 
ments are  32”  high  by  27‘/2”  wide.  'I’he  value  of  this  shield  is 
difficult  to  estimate.  Lot  I 185  in  the  Matt  Rothert  .Sale,  an 
“ordinary”  shield  but  in  (piite  excellent  condition,  sold  for 
$2(il)l)  on  a top  authorized  bid  c)f  .S,'1500.  What  this  shield  is 
worth  will  be  learned  at  the  sale.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  it  is  a 
gem  of  gems,  a chance  of  a lifetime  for  the  advanced 
collector  of  fractional  ctirrency.

Counters,  spiel  marks  and  jetons  were  originally  used  as  an 
aid  to  “counting”  beyond  the  limit  of  one’s  fingers  and  toes 
(this  in  ancient  times).  Gradually,  counters  assumed  the  use 
in  accounting  only  in  games,  especially  the  card  games  ol 
whist  and  poker,  and  thus  merged  into  the  poker  chips  ot 
today.  Most  of  the  American  counters  were  made  in  England 
and  Germany.  A catalog  of  the  best  known  of  the  counters  is 
found  in  the  TAMS  Journat,  Officiat  Organ  of  the  Token  and 
Medat  Society,  December,  1972  (part  two).  Descriptions  are 
by  the  Rulau-Fuld  numbering  system:

Col.  liuticr,  with  his  own  men  and  some  of  Morgan’s  rifle 
corp.s,  conducted  operations  against  the  Indians,  et  al  at 
Onoughquaga  and  'runadilla.

British  counterfeiting  of  the  old  American  currency 
was  a major  problem  and  forced  the  calling  in  of  the  old  and 
the  issuance  of  a new  currency.  A frank,  candid,  and 
revealing  statement!

After  difficulties  in  locating  the  garden,  Herakles  could  not 
pick  the  apples.  He  got  Atlas  to  do  this  for  him  by  holding 
the  sky  on  his  own  shoulders.  Atlas,  however,  was  so 
delighted  to  be  free  of  his  heavy  burden  that  he  did  not  wish 
to  return  to  the  task.  Herakles  finally  tricked  him  into 
handing  him  the  apples  and  resuming  the  sky  upon  his 
shoulders.  The  attractive  design  of  the  reverse  of  the  bronze 
drachma  depicts  Herakles  reaching  for  an  apple,  while  the 
serpent  Ladon,  who  had  opposed  him,  hangs  dead  from  the 
branches  of  the  tree,  an  arrow  through  his  neck. 

Col.  James  Curtis,  a recognized  expert  in  this  area  and 
author  of  The  Coinage  of  Roman  Egypt:  A Survey  states  that 
this  is  in  all  probability  the  finest  known  specimen  of  this 
rare  coin.

German  Porcelain  Coins  and  Medallions 

This  fascinating  series  of  numismatic  items  was  a result  of  shortages 
of  atl  types  of  metal  in  post-WWI  Germany.  Emergency  money  made  of 
porcelain  was  issued  from  1917  to  1923.  The  coins  of  this  material 
were  so  popular  that  many  types  of  commemorative  medallions  were 
produced  in  this  same  material— mostly  in  the  1 920’s  and  I930’s,  and  a 
few  have  been  produced  since  fTWll.  Porcelain  is  an  excellent  material 
for  producing  high  relief  because  of  its  extreme  malleability  and  many 
of  these  pieces  show  to  a high  degree  the  artistic  ability  of  the  artists  of 
the  Meissen  state  porcelain  factory,  where  most  of  these  were 
produced. 

The  pieces  offered  in  the  follchving  lots  are  from  a single  collection 
formed  over  a period  of  many  years.  Included  are  many  scarce  items  of 
great  historical  significance  as  well  as  beauty.  This  is  by  far  the  largest 
and  most  interesting  group  of  porcelain  pieces  we  have  ever  handled. 
All  items  are  as  issued  or  nearly  as  issued  unless  otherwise  noted.

This  large  and  magnificent  silver  piece  was  struck  on  a 
planchet  of  about  three  inches  (73mm.)  and  with  an 
approximate  weight  of  six  ounces  (168.5  grams).  Coins  of 
this  type  were  coined  in  the  royal  mint  of  Segovia  under 
Philip  III,  Philip  IV,  and  perhaps  Charles  II.  Because  of  the 
tremendous  size  of  these  coins,  they  were  struck  on  roller 
dies  rather  than  by  a hammer  such  as  the  other  mints  used  at 
this  time.  Because  of  the  great  pressure  that  the  rollers 
exerted  over  the  planchet,  often  the  planchet  surface  is 
cracked  and  wavy.  This  specimen  has  only  the  minutest 
evidence  of  this  cracking  which  can  be  noticed  on  the  obverse 
above  the  lion  in  the  upper  right  and  portion  of  the  arms. 

As  with  most  multiple  talers  of  Europe  during  this  period, 
these  coins  served  other  purposes  than  strictly  monetary.  The 


leading  theory  is  that  these  pieces  would  be  used  to 
demonstrate  a direct  relation  between  the  owner  and  the 
monarch.  Very  few  people  had  access  to  the  palace  during 
this  time  in  history,  and  anyone  related  directly  to  the  crown 
was  respected  and  perhaps  even  feared  by  the  common 
people.  Therefore  a cincuentinas  would  serve  as  a recognition 
of  exceptional  service  rendered  to  the  king  by  persons  of 
important  stature  and  also  served  as  a form  of  currency 
which  allowed  its  owner  to  enjoy  credit  for  acquisition  that 
at  a later  time  he  would  pay  for  in  common  money,  .'ks 
Gabriel  Calbeto,  in  his  famous  Compendium  of  Eight  Reales 
states,  that  if  the  foregoing  theory  someday  confirms,  it  may 
be  said  that  a cincuentinas  was  a 17th  century  equivalent  of  a 
present-day  credit  card,  with  a romantic  touch  of  royalty.
